No part of the system will add 
#ny burdens to the counties, nor 
will any part of the system cause 
the loss of fees to those officers 
now in receipt of such fees, ‘The 
enabling legislation will provide 
for the payment of the presently 
existing fees when a prisoner goes 
on probation under the same terms 
as those fees now are paid, 

The enabling act will also pro- 
vide for a proper system of classi- 
fication of prisoners, not only to 
accomplish the segregation of the 
first offender from the hardened 
criminal, but further with refer- 
ence to his habits, his conduct, 
his possibility of reclamation, his 
training and aptitude, and all of 
the other features which will en- 
able the State Pardon Board to 
oct intelligently in dealing with 
him, 

Many questions have arisen as 
to the cost of such a system, It 
is estimated that approximately 
one-fourth of our prisoners can, 
under a modern and approved sys- 
tem, be put back into normal life 
cutside the prison walls, A pro- 
bation officer can supervise ap- 
proximately 75 probationers or pa- 
rolees. There will be in addition, 
of course, the cost of the State 
Parole Board, But on the ether

Same man in prison, Beyond any 
question, after the system has been 
in effect for about two years, there 
will actually be 4 substantial say- 
ings in dollars and cents. But the 
meat in the cocoanut is not so 
much the large savings to be 
achieved in prison costs. It is 
the reclamation of this large per- 
centage of our prison population 
and their restoration to useful cit- 
izenship. 

The large percentage of young 
first offenders in prisons or peni- 
tentiaries is unquestionably due to 
the fact that Alabama has no 
adult probation system. We are 
one of only three States in the 
United States without such a sys- 
tem, Florida and Nevada being the 
other two. Furthermore, our pris- 
on population is completely out of 
line with other comparable States. 
Mississippi, with a population of 
two million people, has a prison 
population of about 2,600. Tennes- 
see, with a population close to 
our own, has a prison population 
of not more than one-half of ours. 
Pennsylvania, with a population 
of over nine million people, has a 
prison. population of 6,000. In- 
stances could be multiplied, Ala- 
tama, with a population of ap- 
proximately three million, has a 
prison population of 7,600, On the 
face of it, our State is completely 
cut of line. The adoption of 
Amendment No, 2 will enable our 
Legislature to cure this miserable 
situation, 

Unless the Amendment is adopt- 
€d, beyond any question there will 
be needed in the immediate future 
large expenditures for the increase 
of prisons. They are desperately 
over-crowded today, the first of- 
fender and the confirmed criminal 
jammed together behind the same 
walls, Whatever may be the abili- 
ty of the Administrator and execu- 
tives in charge of our prison sys- 
tem, they are nearly helpless under 
present conditions, Alabama must 
pot tolerate further this impossible 
situation, 

The plans which are being pre- 
sented have been carefully studied 
by leading experts on penal sys- 
tems throughout the country. The 
Federal Government has been call- 
ed in to help us, and their recom- 
mendations in large part adopted. | & 
With the adoption of Amendment | 
No, 2, there will be installed a] = 
modern, efficient, humane system 
for the treatment of our prisoners,

A mass meeting of school pa- 
trons, property owners, and all 
citizens of Elba interested in the 
schools of the city has been called 
for Friday night, July 14, at eight 
o'clock at the High School audito- 
rium, ‘The call for the meeting 
was issued by the City Board of 
Education Tuesday afternoon and 
i: is desired that every man and 
woman in the Elba school terri- 
tory be present, 

The citizens of Biba have with- 
in their grasp a new and modern 
$30,000 to $35,000 elementary 
school building to replace the old 
40-year-old building now in use, 
which has been a menace to the 
lives of school children in the low- 
er grades for many years, 

However, in order to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity that 
is being offered for this fine new 
building without any cost to the 
city, it will be necessary to make 
some change in the present sys- 
tem of administration, The schools 
will have to be put under super- 
vision of the Coffee County Board 
of Education. This change can 
be easily made without disadvan- 
tage to the school system, if the 
people of Elba desire such a 
change, 

“For several momhs, discussion 
of the school building situation 
has been heard at frequent inter- 
vals, and those interested have 
collected information which would 
give more light on the subject. 
The matter was brought to thé 
first open discussion Monday night 
at the City Hill when city offi- 
cials, members of the City Board 
and representatives of the County 
Board heard Dr. R. L. Johns, di- 
rector of Administration and Fi- 
nance of the State Department of 
Education, outline in detail the 
plan of operation should the school 
be placed under the supervision of 
the County Board. 

Dr. Johns pointed out that the 
present elementary school build- 
ing was one of the worst he had 
any knowledge of, wholly unfit for 
use, and expressed the opinion that 
it could not be repaired or remod- 
eled. It was constructed at a 
time when scientific study had not 
been given to proper lighting and 
arrangement and that its use was 
a detriment to the health of chil- 
dren using the class rooms. He 
also pointed out that the average 
life of a building was thirty years 
and this one had already outlived 
its normal life by ten years, and 
that it should have been abandon- 
ed many years ago, 


ed his personal feelings in the 
matter of improving the school 
systems of the county. He also 
expressed his appreciation for the 
friendly cooperation that hag al- 
ways been manifest by local school 
officials, While not speaking of- 
ficially, he expressed the opinion 
that members of the county board 
would be glad to assist the citi- 
zens of Elba should they wish to 
join the county system, 

Chairman M. A, Owen of the 
city board asked some very timely 
questions regarding local laws 
passed several years ago. Dr, 
Johns assured him these laws had 
been properly repealed by recent 
school codes ar:’ would not inter- 
fere with consolidation, Mr, Owen 
did not think the city board would 
want the responsibility of chang- 
ing the system, suggested that 
citizens of the city be allowed to 
express themselves, and that the 
board would comply with wishes 
of the majority. 

While enjoying a consolidated 
financial administration, if and 
when the schools are placed under 
the county system, it was point- 
ed out that control and supervi- 
sion of the schools would still re- 
main in the hands of local citi- 
zens, through trustees elected by 
the people. The law provides that 
the county board name three 
trustees from a list of six which 
have been voted on by patrons of 
the school, Under the present 
system, members of the board are 
chosen by the city council. 

Trustees of a school would as- 
Sume the duties of selecting a 
school principal and teachers, and 
their selections would be confirm- 
ed by the county board. ‘Trustees 
would have the same supervision 
over the school as is now vested 
in the city board. While there 
would be a slight change in the 
system, the actual administrative 
details would not be affected. 

At the meeting Monday night 
no objection to the contemplated 
change was brought out, although 
Mayor Mullins, who acted as 
chairman, urged that disadvantag- 
es as well as advantages be fully 
and freely discussed. It would be 
too much to expect a change with- 
out some opposition, but as yet 
no opposition has come to the 
surface, 

The benefits to be gained are so 
great that we do not see that 
there could be any serious oppo- 
sition, The whole proposition 1s 
simply this: Elba needs a new 
school building.

SOLOMON: A RULER WHO 
BEGAN WELL 

LESSON TEXT—I Kings 3:5-15, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Give therefore thy 
servant an understanding heart, . , that 
( may discern between good and bad.— 
{ Kings 3:9, 

Success or failure in life is de- 
termined by the measure of a man’s 
levotion to God and obedience to 
the will of God. We speak now of 
real success, not according to the 
ideas of the world, We are con- 
cerned with what a man is and what 
he does for God, not with what he 
may happen to possess. 

An excellent outline taken from 
Points for Emphasis, by Dr. Hight C, 
Moore, most effectively presents the 
lesson, 

I, Wisdom Offered (y. 5). 


Solomon had properly opened his 
reign by going to Gibeon to offer a 
thousand burnt offerings because he 
‘loved the Lord’ (v, 3). Having re- 
turned from his day of worship, he 
had fallen into a deep sleep when 
God spoke to him saying, ‘'Ask what 
I shall give thee.”’ It was an unusual 
offer, a kind of blank check that 
God gives only to those whom He 
can trust to fill it out right, as Mac- 
laren suggests, 


Sometimes we wish God would 
give us such an opportunity. ‘That 
is just what He has done. He has 
appeared to you not in drearns, but 
in broad daylight and by His Son 
Jesus Christ has said as plainly as 
He could, Ask and it shall be given 
you.” He has repeated it three 
times, saying, ask, seek, find. And 
then He has returned to say, ‘Ev- 
eryone that asketh receiveth, and he 
that seeketh findeth, and to him that 
knocketh it shall be opened.'’’ We 
have no right ‘‘to say that Solomon 
was more favored than we. We 
are more favored than he. If we 
have not, it is because we ask not. 
If we lose peace and joy, happiness 
and heaven, it is all for want of ask- 
ing’’ (Joseph Hammond). 


II. Wisdom Chosen (vv. 6-9). 


The noble and intelligent choice of 
Solomon has been much admired 
and rightly so, for he chose the 
greatest gift that could come to any 
man, “an understanding heart.’’ He 
might have asked for money or pow- 
er, but with the lack of wisdom to 
use them properly they would have 
been a curse to him and to others, 
Long life is but a continued blight to 
a foolish man because it only ex- 
tends the time of his folly. All 
things in the way of possessions 
must be outside of a man, there- 
fore they may be lost or misused. 
But what he is and what he has in 
his heart, these are what make a 
man worth while. Solomon showed 
the beginning of wisdom when he 
chose, above all things, an under- 
standing heart. 


Ill. Wisdom Granted (vv. 10-14). 


There can be no higher word of 
commendation than to say that a 
man’s choice ‘‘pleased the Lord” 
(v. 10). To have that attitude of 
mind and heart which expresses it- 
self in words and actions so exactly 
in conformity to the will of God 
that the Almighty Himself is 
pleased, is to be ready for God's 
unlimited blessing. Solomon asked 
for wisdom, and because he re- 
ceived that gift from God, he was 
ready to receive riches, honor, and 
power. We may by God's grace 
go the same way and take from His 
blessed hand numberless gifts. 

Note the qualifying word “‘if’ in 
verse 14. Solomon failed God in 
his later years as king. The tragic 
results are written for all to read 
That way none of us should ever go. 
The lesson is plain—faith takes 
blessing from God; unbelief brings 
failure and sorrow. Let everyone 
that thinketh he standeth take heed 
lest he fall. 

IV. Wisdom Exercised (vy, 15). 

When Solomon awoke from his 
dream he showed his faith in God’s 
promise and in fact demonstrated 
the wisdom which was now his pos- 
session, by returning to his capital 
city, Jerusalem, to stand before the 
ark of the covenant in reverent wor- 
ship, then to lead his people in a 
public service of confession and con- 
secration, which was followed by a 
great religious feast which drew the 
king and ‘all his servants,"’ the 
people of Israel, into a blessed unity 
before the Lord. 

One could wish and pray that all 
the rulers of the earth whether in 
democracies or under dictatorships 
might have the wisdom and humility 
of Solomon. The world is in utter 
confusion and really confesses that 
it does not know the way out of its 
difficulty. It has not yet turned ta 
God. If rulers and people would 
fall upon their faces before Him in 
contrition and supplication, it would 
not be long before we would see 
both spiritual! and material peace 
and prosperity. 

Make It Positive 

Scripture seems to make it posi- 
tive that every soul has everlasting- 
ness, but Scripture also seems to 
make it positive that for Jesus’ kind 
of everlastingness every soul has 
got to qualify

A PROCLAMATION 


By the 
G OVE RNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama, at the Extra Session 1939, 
ordered an election to be held by 
the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama upon a certain proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama, which said amendment is 
herein set out, and ordered that 
said election be held on the Second 
Tuesday after the expiration of 
three months from and after the 
final adjournment of the session of 
the Legislature at which said 
amendment was proposed; and 

WHEREAS, the Second Tuesday 
after three months from and after 
the final adjournment of said Ex- 
tra Session of the Legislature will 
be and occur on Tuesday, July 11, 
1939; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elee- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law and 
by the provisions of the Act sub- 
mitting said Amendment, to be giv- 
en by a proclamation of the Goy- 
ernor to be published in each Coun- 
ty in the State of Alabama once a 
week for four successive weeks 
next preceding the said llth day 
of July, 1939: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Frank M. 
Dixon, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 11th day of July, 1939, an 
election will be held at the sev- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama, in the manner and 
form provided by law, upon the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Alabama of 
1901, as follows: 

“All sessions of the Legislature 
shall be held at the Capitol in the 
Senate Chamber and in the Hall of 
the House of Representatives; un- 
less at any time it should from any 
cause become impossible or danger- 
ous for the Legislature to meet or 
remain at the Capitol or for the 
Senate to meet or remain in the 
Senate Chamber, or for the Repre- 
sentatives to meet or remain in the 
Hall of the House of Representa- 
tives, in which case the Governor 
may convene the Legislatyre, or re- 
move it after it has convened, to 
some other place, or may designate 
some other place for the sitting of 
the respective houses, or either of 
them, as necessity may require. 

“The Legislature shall convene on 
the second Tuesday in January next 
susceeding their election and shall 
remain in session for not longer 
than ten consecutive calendar days. 
No business can be transacted at 
such sessions except the organiza- 
tion of the Legislature, the election 
of officers and the appointment of 
standing committees of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives 
for the ensuing four years, which 
election and appointment may, how- 
ever, also be made at such other 
times as may be necessary, the 
opening and publication of the re- 
turns and the ascertainment and 
declaration of the results of the 
election for Governor, Lieutenant- 
Governor, Attorney General, State 
Auditor, Secretary: of State, State 
Treasurer, Superintendent of Educa- 
tion and Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industries, the election of 
such officers in the event of a tie 
vote, the determination of contest- 
ed elections for stich offices, the 
judging of the election returns and 
qualifications of the members of 
the Legislature, and the inaugura- 
tion of the Governor and the other 
elected State officers whose terms 
of office are concurrent with that 
of the Governor, At the beginning 
of each such organization session, 
and at such other times as may be 
necessary, the Senate shall elect 
one of its members president pro 
tempore thereof, to preside over its 
deliberations in the absence of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, and the House 
of Representatives shall elect one of 
its members as Speaker, to preside 
over its deliberations. The Presi- 
dent of the Senate and the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives 
shall each hold his respective of- 
fice until his successor has been 
elected and qualified. 

“The Legislature shall convene in 
regular sessions on the first Tues- 
day in May of 1943 and on the 
first Tuesday in May in each sec- 
ond year thereafter, until the date 
of meeting shall have been changed 
by Act of the Legislature and ap- 
proved by the Governer. No such 
regular session shall continue for 
longer than sixty consecutive cal- 
endar days. 

“No special session of the Legis- 
lature convened in the manner pro- 
vided by this Constitution shall 
continue for longer than thirty con- 
secutive calendar days. 

“The pay of members of the Leg- 
islature shall be ten dollars for each 
day during the period in which the 
Legislature is in session but not ex- 
ceeding in any event the number of 
valendar days for which the Legis- 
lature is authorized to be in ses- 
sion. Each member of the Legis- 
lature shall be paid ten cents per 
mile in going from his residence to, 
and in returning to his residence 
from, the seat of government, to 
be computed by the nearest usual 
route traveled, and not more than 
one such travel allowance shall be 
paid for each session of the Legis- 
lature. 

“The provisions of this Constitu- 
tion in conflict herewith are here- 
by modified to conform to the pro- 
visions of this amendment 

“The provisions of this amend- 
ment shall become effective at the 
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beginning of the term of the mem. 
bers of the Legislature elected at 
the General Election in 1942." 

I further direct and proclaim that 
notice of this election upon Tues. 
day, the 11th day of July, 1939, upon 
the above set forth amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama of 1901, be given by pub- 
lishing the same once a week for 
four successive weeks next preced- 
ing Tuesday the llth day of July, 
1939, in each County in the State 
of Alabama in a newspaper pub- 
lished in said County.

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law and 
by the provisions of the Act sub- 
mitting said Amendment, to be giv- 
en by a proclamation of the Gover- 
nor to be published in each Coun- 
ty in the State of Alabama once a 
week for four successive weeks 
next preceding the said 1lth day 
of July, 1939: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Frank M. 
Dixon, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 11th day of July, 1939, an 
election will be held at the several 
polling places within the State of 
Alabama, in the manner and form 
provided by law, upon the follow- 
ing amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama of 1901, as 
follows: 

“Section 190. The Legislature 
shall pass laws not inconsistent 
with this Constitution to regulate 
and govern elections and all such 
laws shall be uniform throughout 
the State except that the Legisla- 
ture may, by general or local law, 
permit the use of voting machines 
or other mechanical devices, for 
registering, recording and comput- 
ing the votes at all elections, in- 
cluding primary elections, in any 
county, municipality, or other po- 
litical subdivision of the State, un- 
der such regulations provided by 
general law with reference thereto 
as the Legislature may from time 
to time prescribe; and shall pro- 
vide by law for the manner of 
holding elections and of ascertain- 
ing the result of the same, and 
shall provide general registration 
laws not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this article for the regis- 
tration of all qualified electors 
from and after the first day of Jan- 
uary, nineteen hundred and three. 
The Legislature shall also make 
provision by law, not inconsistent 
with this article, for the regulation 
of primary elections and for punish- 
ing frauds at the same, but shall 
not make primary elections com- 
pulsory. The Legislature shall by 
law provide for purging the regis- 
tration list of the names of those 
who die, become insane, or con- 
victed of crime, or otherwise dis- 
qualified as electors under the pro- 
visions of this Constitution, and of 
any names which may have been 
fraudulently entered on such list 
by the registrars; provided, that a 
trial by jury may be had on the 
demand of any person whose name 
is proposed to be stricken from the 
list.” 

I further direct and proclaim that 
notice of this election upon Tues- 
day, the llth day of July, 1939, 
upon the above set forth amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama of 1901, be given 
by publishing the same once a 
week for four successive weeks 
next preceding Tuesday the llth 
day of July, 1939, in each County

MORE OF STATE’S FARMERS 
TAKE WEEKLY NEWSPAPERS 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 28. 
—That Alabama farmers are on 
their toes «nd more than keeping 
pace with the news of a swiftly 
moving world in their own com- 
niunities as well as in national 
and world affairs, is disclosed to- 
day by a survey made by the Na- 
tional Fertilizer Association of the 
reading habits of more than 32,000 
farmers. The survey reports that 
five out of 10 of the State’s farm- 
ers take a weekly newspaper, 

This represents a gain of four 
per cent in Alabama farmer-read- 
ers of weekly papers over the re- 
sults of a similar survey made by 
the National Fertilizer Association 
10 years ago.

According to a recent study of 
contents of papers farmers read, 
general news, although demanded, 
does not take the place of neigh- 
borhood and personal news which 
is of prime interest to farmer 
readers. Weekly newspaper, with 
their facilities for gathering and 
printing intimate local news, fill 
this requirement and _ therefore 
hold an _ increasing popularity 
among rural readers. 


Farmers are learning a new the- 
ory in pasture making through 
the use of phosphate and oiher 
fertilizers. They know now that 
unfertilized pastures do not com- 
pare with those obtained with the 
application of fertilizer. A new 
discovery came the other day in 
Etowah County when J, M. Bar- 
ton, assistant county agent, found 
that the per centage of weeds in 
100 square feet of fertilized pas- 
ture was 15 per cent compared 
tc 80 per cent in the same area 
of unfertilized pasture. It might 
be that fertilizing will build a 
livestock industry and keep down 
weeds, too.

20 pounds wheat bran, 

1 pound paris green, or 2 pounds 

arsenate of lead, 

% gallon syrup, 

3% gallons of water, 

Mix the wheat bran and the 
poison dry in the manner of mix- 
ing fertilizer; then add the sweet- 
ened water slowly until all the 
Wheat bran is moist. The above 
formula is sufficient for about 
two acres, 

It is suggested that those farm- 
ers who will have an abundant 
Supply of cabbage available, chop
